Auction Offering 


Heritage Auctions is offering a Carson City Mint 
bag in their sale of May 5, 2023, lot 4695. 


The lot description, including a quote from The 
Incomplete Guide to United States Mint Coin 
Bags. was presented in an auction preview less 
than two weeks after the book was posted on 
the Newman Numismatic Portal. 


Below is the Heritage lot description. 


Carson City Mint Bag for Silver Dollars 
Likely Ex: GSA

Carson City Mint Canvas Bag for Silver Dollars. The bag measures approximately 12 x 
20 inches. The front is stamped: U.S. MINT / CARSON CITY / NEVADA. This bag likely 
stored Carson City dollars distributed through the GSA sales in the 1970s. In The 
Incomplete Guide to United States Mint Coin Bags, Pete Smith writes: "On December 6, 
1974, 29 million dollars were transferred from the Treasury Department to the General 
Services Administration. They were taken out of the canvas storage bags and placed in 
wooden boxes in 1972. A strict accounting was made of the coins but no known record was 
made to account for the empty bags. It is likely that most were discarded and trashed. A few 
are known to have survived and remain in collector's hands." We handled a similar bag from 
the Fred Weinberg Collection in our July 2022 Long Beach Expo/Summer FUN Signature 


sale, which realized $5,280. 


For the World Coin Division of the Old Bag 
Collectors Club, we offer this image of a bag 
from the Royal Mint London. 


Title of the listing was Vintage Royal Mint 
Canvas Money Bag. It sold on April 6, 2023, 
for 8.50 GBP with shipping charges of 20.95 
GBP. Seller was in Bury, U.K.
